The prairie dog, writes a cou" 
tributor, is an interesting and intel" 
ligent little fellow.

Thus 
is temptation removed from the 
path of the young dogs. 

In parts of Kansas where the dog 
villages are numerous, there is no 
surface water for miles and miles, 
—no brooks or rivers or springs,— 
and it may be necessary to drill 
to a depth of from one hundred 
and twenty-five ta one hundred 
and fifty feet to strike water. 
When the first well was sunk in the 
village of Hugoton, the. county seat 
of Stevens Countv, the diggers said 
that their well cut across a prairie- 
dog “road" eighteen inches wide. 
The "road" slanted down and back 
and forth so that it cut across the 
well in several places; the colony of 
dogs had gone into the earth to a 
depth of at least one hundred and 
fifty feet for their water supply!
